Yet we think that in large towns, many of) 
that class of children, for which these schools were | 
more especially instituted, have not received the 
benefit intended by their benevolent founder—and 
in many small towns they have excited little or no 
attention. 

Were all to read an account of the beneficial ef- 
fects of these schools upon the rising generation ; 
and could we see all the good resulting in a moral 
point of view, we believe every friend to man would 
be stimulated to exertion in their establishment and 
support. 

Perhaps it may be said, that in this State, where 
week-day schools are so numerous, and where in- 
formation is so generally disseminated, Sabbath 
Schools are but litthe wanted. To this we would 
answer, that many adults are now among us, who 
cannot read that book which contains the revelation 
of God, and points out the way of eternal life ; and 
many more are fast approaching the age of manhood, 
who are unacquainted with the God who formed 
them. 

All parents are not equally qualified for the ‘ de- 
lightful task’ of imparting moral and religious in- 
struction to their children. Some do not suflicient- 
ly reflect upon the necessity of imbuing the infant 
mind with useful knowledge, which may beautify 
the mind, and make them more useful members of 
society. And some, however much to be lamented, 
never give their offspring any example or instruc- 
tion which they can follow with safety. And let it 
likewise be remembered, that many children are 
destitute of earthly parents, exposed to bad exam- | 
ples, who have no kind friend to direct and conduct 
their tender minds in the path of virtue and religion. 
And parents who are both capable and willing to in- 
struct their little ones, find these schools of great 
tility. 

Already have these schools been instrumental in 
bringing many from nature’s darkness into the glori- 
ous light of the gospel. And although it is not to 
be expected that moral improvement will be imme- 
diately perceptible, yet many who are now care- 
less, we have no doubt will ere long acknowledge 
the instrumentality of these schools in their conver-

I was born in a country village about thirty miles 
from the city, | was trained up in good habits, until 
I was about sixteen years of age ; I never felt any 
inclination to swear profanely during my early life, 
and if 1 had, I should have been restrained by my 
fond mother. When I was about eleven years cf 
age, I was told that after all our morality towards 
men, we must be born again in order to have right 
feelings towards GOD : This I believed, but still I 
put off seeking for that time ; When I was sixteen 
years old I came to this city to learn a trade ; [I was 
quite surprised for a few days to see at what an early 
age children had learned to swear ; | however soon 
found that I should not be thought sociable if I did

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Tue present state of the christian religion in the world 
affords abundant proof of its intrinsic excellency. In those 
missionary stations which have been established in the midst 
of open and avowed idolatry, itis worthy of admiration to 
behold the power of the gospel. Scarce an objection has 
been brought against the missionary cause but what has been 
drawn from facts which really exist, and from facts too, 
which would long since have rendered the gospel ineffectual 
had it not been accompanied with divine power. 

It is sometimes asserted that the most cruel persecutions 
have been carried on under the name of christianity—this is 
true ; and yet notwithstanding all the odium cast upon it by 
the ambition of hypocrites, the gospel still survives and in- 
creases in its dominion over the consciences of men.
